Dickens lived in the days of his young fame, I came 
across a little second-hand book-etall. In the 
open windows were piled up heaps of pamphiets 
and volumes, new gnd old, in tempting array. such 
as no bibliophile 10 pass without suffering pangs 
of conscience.

That volley was not fired in vain.

from the present time of gross 
exaggeration and strained sentimentality to the 
starting-point of elegant s:mplicity and clas- 
sical grace. It ie healthy for us now and theu to 
study the old models in wusic,—the works 
of the fathers and creators which lay at 
the basis of all musi,—the strong, solid 
foundations upon which so much fipyant and 
merely ornate architecture bas been piled. Haydn's 
instrumental works mark a new epoch in the his- 
tery of music. te was most undoubtedly the 
creator of the modern 9 Lully, Scarlatti, 
and Philip Emanuel Bach had enlarged the 
Sonato into the Symphony before him, but the first 
ve the Symphony definite form and significance. 
ne work of his predecessors was dry and tech- 
nical. Haydn placed the instruments in their 
proper relations, stated nis themes definitely, and 
elaborated them with clearness. More than this, 
he brought out in tue Symphony, as no one had 
ever done before, the emotional element. All his 
Symphonies were really programme music. He 
had a name for each, which described their mo- 
tives and the scenes or emotions which he was 
portray, and it is to be re- 
have not come down to 
us with these names, instead of numbers. 
He was not an idie workman. Bombet catalogues 
118 of these Sympbonies, altnougu but about 
twelve of them are in the modern repertoire, 
principally those written for London and known as 
tne Salomon. The general characteristics of which 
we have spoken are peculiarly apparent in the No. 
13. It ie as clear as crystal, never strained or dis- 
torted. It isthoroughly emotional, and ts themes, 
so simple and yet so perfect, are almost childlike 
in their naivete. No wonder that the world still 
holds the old master in revevence as Papa 
Haydn. It would be useless to analyze one of 
Haydn's Symphonies. There is nothing in them eo 
obscure as to need it. The only need, m tne pres- 
ent instance, is to e this deightful old 
composer with reverence, and to thank Mr. Thomas 
for gi us the opportunity of hearing the work. 
It would be better for muste, 8 or muswal 
and’ popular education, if’ these antique 
— ordi pure, chaste, and simpie—could be 
heard more uently in these latter days of sen- 
sationalism confusion. 
The part comme uced with the overtare in 
C, op. G2, which Beethoven wrote for Collins’ 
ef Cortiolanus, in 1807, when he was at 
the height of his power, and for which he chose 
the scene between Voriolanus, his mother and 
wife on “the battle-tield before the gates of his 
native city, in which, according to Wagner's in- 
terpretation, he opposes two themes to ilustrate 
the heroic and womanly element down to tke mo- 
ment when the hero meets death at his own nands. 
The overture has been frequeatiy played here, and 
we need not dwell upon it now further than to 
observe its fitness as a stepping-stone between 
Haydn and Liszt and Wagner. 
rom Beethoven we make a long step to Liszt. 
and to one of his most characteristic orchestral 
works, the Faust e the Andante or 
Gretchen movement of which was performed 
for the first time in this city. The symphony, like 
his Dante symphony, bis ‘‘Preludes,” and 
Tasso, is pure programme music. It is in 
three movements, — Faust,“ an allegro, portray- 
ing that conflict and uprest in the soul of Faust 
which form the prelude to tne vision of N 
»Eretchen, an andante; and Mephistopheles, 
a echerzo and finale, depicting the conilict between 
the good and evil prineipie, ¢ triumph of the for- 
mer, and closing with the Mystic Chorus which 
Goethe locates in heaven. It was the secoud move- 
ment only which Mr. Thomas chose for a piace in 
| me, illustrating the phases of ihe love 
of rite and Faust, in which the two leadin 
motives continually intertwin ve no doubt o 
the scene which Gounod has 80 ily treated 
for the voice. The melodies are exquisitely bean- 
tiful, and are eet off against a pensive background 
filled with melancholy fragments of melody, 
snatches of song, and occasional dissonances, 
leading motives, however, always keeping them- 
selves clear. itis in striking contrast with the 
mad sensuality of the ‘*‘ Bacchenale”’ from ‘* Tann- 
hauser h was the next number. Mr. Thomas 
and, although he has played 
ven forthe first time in Chi- 
cago last evening. It was scored after Wagner had 
completed the opera and inserted in the [first act. 
The scene represented by the music occars in the 
interior of the bill of Venus, and pictures Tann- 
hauser at the feet of the sensuous roddess, 
surrounded by wildl whirling bacchantes 
in the very height of renzy, and 
groups of sirens alluring Tanvbsarer to remain, 
with their choral ms. it is elaborated mainly 
upon the first subject of the overture, and com- 
mands the entire resources of the orchestra ia its 
performance. Itisa number of marvelous sweep 
and power, taxing every player, but what profits

Anacreon overture and Haydn symphony, with 
their serene grandeur and restful influence’ 
The remainder of the programme was made up 
of light music—the overture to Weber's Abu 
one of this composer's early works, an 
aria of which Mies Cary sang all to pieces recentiy; 
Bargiel's Slumber 8 "; a Strauss waltz, an 
the Queen of Saba ballet music. The pro- 
gramme for this evening will include Saint Saon's 
March Heroique’’; overture to Mozarts Don

KEYSER. 


A Plumber, ana a Tammany Plumber, too, 
Fails for a Large Amount—Sketch of His 
Career, and Some Detail of His Liabilities. 

Special Dispateh to The Tribune. 

New Yorn, July 12.—Another member of the 
Tweed Ring has come to grief. Troubles and mis- 
fortunes have followed the Hon. H. Keyser, the 
Ring plumber, ever since the Ring disclosures in 
the fall ef 1871, culminating in his volun- 
Six years ago Keyser had a 
handsome fortune and thriving business. To-day 
his sworn statement shows aseets nothing and 
liabilities nearly $200,000. The announcement of 
Keyser's failure bas been looked for by persons 
famitiar with real estate sales during the last two 
years, but the public generally has considered him 
very rich, and believed his ring gains were 
enormous. It i said that applications without 
number for loans of money on stock and real estate 
have been made to him since the dowufall of 
the Ring. In reality he has been in want of money 
almost from the time of the Ring disclosures, Fol- 
lowing immediately on these came the Chicago fire, 
in which the stock in his branch house on Lake 
street, Chicago, valued at $65,000, was destroyed, 
with almost entire loses of the insurance. 
Another ranch house in St. Louie failed, 
and invelved him in heavy losses. In 
1875 the extensive foundry and works 
belonging to him at Greenpoint, L. I., which were 
uninsured, were burned, witha loss of $50,000 
on buildings, machinery, and stock. Much of 
Keyser's indebtedness consists of deficiencies in 
the foreclosures of mortgages on his real estate. 
The let of devts shows $12,000 due to the Dry- 
Dock Savings Bank, as a deficiency upon tre 
foreclosure. of a mortgage for $20,000. 
In suite recently brought against the bank, 


Keyser testified that the property cost him §86, - 
000 This was the Strangers’ Hospital at Avenue 
D and Tenth street, which was carried on for sev- 
eral years as a free hospital, ata cost to its founder 
of $25,000 yearly. Another foreclosure was on 
mortgages on the Straugers’ Rest. at No. 5038 
Pearl street, which cost Mr. Keyser $26, 000. 
and was sold under the hammer for $10,200. The 
Rest was a practical charity, and its reports for 
eight years show an average of 1,000 —— 
persons annually who received its benefite without 
cha The total of debts is $200, 000 and over. 
The largest creditor is Wilitam J. Keyser, a broth- 
who claims $77,000. His indebted-

The place is used by the tramp for a general meet- 
ing-ground,--puwbers of them boarding and de- 
parting on the freight-trains which stopthere daily. 
The surrounding country is a common prey to 
their depredatious, and wood-piics and fences are 
appropriated to their use for building Gres, In 
many instances, small outhouses hase been dis- 
mantied and used for fuel. The residents are con- 
tinually forced to supply their wants, either will- 
ingly or unwillingly,—the well-fliiled provision- 
houses of the farmers being in constant danger of 
invasion. The bunded brigagds swell in numbers 
daily. At the rendezvous, a ſew days ago, about 
150 evil-looking and filthy nomads werd counted. 

While the traveling raifilaus have congregated in 
Lancaster County oat a short while, the Jagrancy 
and extent of their operations have been very yreat, 
exceeding, m numerous cases, the brigundage that 
has prevailed elaewberc in tne State, aud which 
was entirely due to tte agency. For some years 
past an organized band of mardercrs aud pluuder- 
ers, known as the 

‘* WELSII-MOUNTAIN GANG,” 
have held high curniva! in ths secluded portion of 
the county, and, from what bas been discovered, it 
is believed the tramps un ve jojned with this gang. 
to mom extensively and elfectually Cuncummate 
their less occn pation. 0 

The (ity of Lancaster has, to a certain extent, 
been free from these predatory incursions; but so 
frequentlx have outreges of various kinds been 
committed in the ontskirts of the municipality, 
that a general feeling of alarm prevails among all 
Classes of citizens; and the common opinion is, that 
the nefarious Operations age tue Work of an associ- 
ation of desperate characters, why act in concert 
with ne Welsh-Mountain Gang,” bat whose 
haunts are nearer Lancaster. The population of 
the region is mostly composed of ‘* l/enasy)ivania 
Dutch, —au ignorant, innocent, law-acviding, but 
easily-elarmed dass; and, of gourse, the excite- 
ment has reached the highest poln.

ONE OF THE MOST TERRBIGLE CHIMES 
Lancaster County tas bad fur some years. The 
sceue of the tragedy is the Walen Mountains, 
whicn have been made famous by piunder, rapinc, 
and murder. on Suuday, the farm-honse of Isaac 
Wallace, a well-to-do agricultarjet, waa entered 
while Mr. Wallace was at church in the village, and 
his wife. Mrs. Nancy Wallace, was alone in the 
house. Mre. Wallace was brutaliy murdered, and 
the bureau in the room where sue was found ran 
sacked ana robbed of $70. As a squad of the 
Smoketowun gang were seen ia the neighborhood 
just prior to the tragic event, the belief e general 
that they were the murderers. 

In the evening of the same day, the identical 
party crossed the Welsh Mountains, and entered 
the Village of Smyrna. During the night, the 
Post-Othce and most of the stores were broken into, 
and robbea of everything portable. dust as the 
piunderers were leaving the warehouse of Jacov 
rown-end & (Co., they were discovered by some 
persons returning from church, and pursued. The 
pursuers were claced, and the whole yung cscaped 
to the mountains. A company of Vigilante are on 
their track, and they may ve captured. 

On the same night, another party of the brigands 
made an extended raid in the lower end of the 
county. The bouse of Dr. D. W. Kurtz, near 
Springville, andthe store of Bailey & Martin, in 
Lancaster Gap, were burglarized, and ritled of 
everything vainaole. At the former place the 
housekeeper, Mrs. Alger, 

WAS OUTRAGED BY THE SEVEN MEN 
who plundered the piace. John Perkins, a watch- 
man at Bailer & Martin's store, was gagged and 
pound to a horse-post in the rear of the bullding, 
where he was found the following morning. 

From this point the desperadoes crossed over the 
line into Chester County, where they wrecked a 
freight train on the Pennsyivania Railroad, be- 
tween Muivern and Frazer's Station. The train- 
hanus made au onslaught upon the wreckers, and a 
lively ana sanguinary contact ensued, in which the 
br.gands were vanquished. Two of them, who gave 
the names of James Kelley and George Wilson. 
were captured; but the others managed to escape. 
Kelley and Wilson are now in the West Chester 
jai. The former Killed William Conner, one of 
the railroad empioyes, and, as the oid Quaker laws 
of Chester County are very stringent as to murder, 
Kelley s chances for being hung are excellent. 

As the piondering tramps do not carry any of 
their ill-gotten goods out of Lancaster aad Caester 
Counties, where they have so extensively operated, 
the authomties believe they have a secret depository 
somewhere near the railroad lines that traverse the 
regions; and an effort is to be made for its discov- 
ery. A careful estimate places the vaiue of the

the individual roobertes ranging from 9100 to 
$5,000, embracing woney and goods, The con- 
stabuiary is also being increased and more strongly 
organized, and it is proposed to invade the haunts 
of the Welsh-Mountain Gang as well as the 
Smoketown stronghold of the tramping outlaws. 
It is thought a systematized and determined attack 
upon the law-vreakers will eventualiy break up 
the prevalent terrorism.

The 
men walked into Mr. Young’s establishment and 
demanded money. Upon the proprietor refusing 
their demand, they fell upon him with knives. 
Mr. Young dropped upon the floor, an. his assail- 
ants robbed the bindery and escaped. Although 
they were purevied, the vigilance of the law-offi- 
cers Was eluded. At last accounts Mr. Young 
was dying. 

In Luzerne County the law-breakers have con- 
fined their illicit performances, so far, to rovberies 
and the outraging of women. The latest of these 
crimes was perpetrated at the residence of Mr. 
Balliott, Wilkesbarre, last Saturday. Four tramps 
called at the house and demanded food, which was 
furnished theai. Being upon the premises for 
some time, and learning from a boy that no men 
were about the dwelling, the ru laue locked the 
two Misses Balliott into a bedroom, and

The boy, suspecting something wrong, went to a 
neighbor and told his story. A party of miners 
went to the nouse, and met the tramps just as they 
were leaving the theatre of their atrocious deed. 
Three of them were captured, after a desperate re- 
sistance; but the fourth fled, and escaped by swim- 
ming the Susquehanna River. The outragers are 
now in the Luzerne County Prison.

ELECTIONS. 


States that Are to Vote This Fall. 


New York Evenang Mail. 

Kent will hold the first State election on 
Aug. 6. Governor and other State officers and a 
Ledislature will be elected. The main interest 
centres in the election of Legislators, who will 
choose a successor to tor McCreery, whose 
term expires in 1879. Of course a. Democrat will 
be elected, and the main issue is whether Me- 
Creery will succeed himself. Next foilows Ver- 
mont, where the people will vote for State officers 
on the 4th of September. On the 10th ef the 
same month Maine will elect State officers 
and a Legisiature. Sept. 5, Caiifornia will elect a 
Governor and Legisiature. The present Governor, 
Irwin, Democrat, was elected by a majority of 455 
over both the Republican and Independent parties. 
‘The Legislature to be elected will select a success- 
or to Senator Sargent, whose term expires in 1870. 

Un the second in October elections oc- 
cur in Ohio and lowa. In both States Governors 
and Legisiatures are to be chosen. The Legisia- 
ture elected in the former will also select Stanley 
Matthews successdrin the United States Senate, 
although Matthewe term, like that of Sargent, does 
not expirg until 1879. : 

ln the Siate of New York on Tuesday, Nov. 6, 
there will be an eléction for Senators, Assembly- 
men. State officers. The extension to three 
years of the term of office of Governor and Lieu- 
Leuant-Governor, ander the constitational amend- 
ments adopted in 1874, the abolition of the office 
of State- Prison Inspector, and the appointment of 
a Superintendent of Public Works, of the office of 
Cual Commissioner, will operate co that there will 
be no administrative officers to elect in 1878, un- 
less a vacancy should occur by death, resignation, 
or removal. An Associate Judge inthe Court of 
Appeals, in place of dudge Allen, will prob- 
uuly be the only otlicer to be chosen by the 
people of the State next year, but the can- 
vase will be enlivened by the election of 
Cungressmen and members of Assembly, who are 
lo participate in the choice of a United States Sen- 
ator. In 1879, for the first time under the present 
Constitution, all the elective officers of the State 
Adwinistation and both Houses of the Legislature 
will have to be chosen, and the party then carrying 
the State will lave the best chance of carrying it 
avaiido the Presidential election of the followin 
year. Compared with that contest, tne election o 
Luis year will Appear as ot minor consequence, but 
in itself it will be important enough. The political 
character of tue State Administration will largely 
depend upou the State officers to be chosen in No- 
vember next, iacluding a Secretary of State, Con- 
trolter, Treasurer, Attorney-General, State Engi- 
neer and Surveyor, aud a Canal Commissioner. Ot 
the ucat Legislature the Upper House will partici- 
pate iu the Senalorial election of 1879.

A Tribate of Christian Affection to the 
Memory of the Sweet Song-Writer Who 
Verished by the Ashtabala Accident.

Towanpa, Pa., July 10.—At Kome, Bradford 
County, Pa., the home of the late P. F. Bliss, the 
song - writer and the sweet singer in israel,” as 
he was termed by his evangelical colaborers, the 
movament to hie memory was unveiled this after- 
noon, m the presence of nearly 10,000 persons, 
many of whom had come from t localities 0 
take bart in the ceremouies. 

Mr. D. IL. Moopy presided and delivered an ad- 
dress paying a beuutifai tribute to tne victim of the 
Ashtiwoula accident. In the course Of his remarks 
he suid that the memory of the poet singer lives in 
the hearts of the peuple, uever to be effaced. The 
peuny contributions of the children of the United 
States, Kugland, Scotiand, and other far off coun- 
tries, for the wouument and the suppert of the 
orpuaned little ones leit behind, go far toward 
showing the esteem and lovesentertained for him 
by tve Sunday-school pupils, They had given 
511. 0833. 83. and this amount came from 4. 000 
Sunday- schools. Ihe aggregate would have been 
stiil greater, but word was ent taat the amount 
secured for this noble object was ample, and that 
uo more funds were needed. A beautiful mona- 
ment had been erected and paid for, and the little 
orphans had been placed beyond want. In con 
cluding his remarks, Mr. Moody presented the two 
little boys Of Mr. Bliss to the audience, aud asked 
that the prayers of all present be sent up to Gud 
in their behalf. Close to the children sat tiie 
mother and two sisters of Mr. Bliss, as alsu th 
brothers and sister of his wife. ‘ 

A handsome eulogy was pronoanced by Mr. Sank- 
ey upon the deceased songster; while Maj. D. A. 
Whittle, of Chicago, a noted evangelist, said that 
no monument could be greater to the deceased than 
his own noble words as they went forth in song for 
all times. The Rev. George A. Peitz, in reviewing 
the labors of the deceased, said few had done sy 
much for the cause of evangelization as had Mr. 
Bliss, a man whose modesty rendered him uncon- 
scious Of the great and goud works he was perform- 
ing. John H. Vincent, D. D., characterized the 
deceased as a man eminently of God, who had a 
great duty to perform and he peformed it well. He 
had written the choicest of songs, aad the churches 
and the Sabbath-schools bad been elevated by tha 
evnvubling sentiments which emanated from his 
pen. IIis voice, though hashed in death, gives 
forth its echo in loving souls with thrilling words 
that survive their beloved author. The world¢dus 
been elevated tarough the works of this man, who 
nobiy died while working in the Master's cause. 

The Kev. Arthur T. Pierson, of Detroit, pro- 
nounced the closing address. lu this be claimed 
that even the more renowned and older writers of 
sacred songs had done less to elevate the hymns of 
caurches than had Mr. Bliss, who rose suddenly 
from obscurity to prominence through the pure and 
elevating sentiment of his Gospel so Like 
Elijah of old, through flame and fire he wong to 
meet his Heavenly Father. 

The monument stands midway in the cemetery at 
Rome, and is twenty-two feet high. The shaft is 
of white italian marble, in the Romanesque style, 
surmounted by a draped urn. The base rises four 
feet above the ground, and is constructed of blue 
marble.

The new method first brought into general use in 
this country was introduced by George H. Chris- 
tian, Esq., of this city, my then partner in what 
is now known as Washburn Miil B, in the year 
1871.

1 can easily demonstrate to you the utterly fraud- 
ulent character of this claim. Before doing so, 
allow me to say that this process and the necessary 
machinery are absolutely indispensable to milling. 
Deprive any miller of the right to use the process 
of cleaning middlings before grinding, and the use 
of any kind Of a machine whereby it may be done, 
aad he is absolutely ruined. If these patents are 
sustained, it will be in the power of these parties 
to require the payment of such a royalty as they 
way demand of all such as use the plaintiff's de- 
vices. I learn, however, that they propose to be 
magnanifpous, and to grant licensés to such millers 
„s will recognize the validity of their patent, for 
the moderate sum of $6, 000 for euch run of stones, 
which for this city alone amounts to the vast 

| sb or $1,200,000. ; 
While primarily this great sum would come from 
the miliers, really it all comes out of the farmer 
and consumer, at last, and they are the real parties 
most interested in the defeat of this enormity. As 
there are over 6,000 runs of stones in the United 
States. the license will amount to $36,000,000. 
Truly this is something that these parties can well 
afford to fight for. and if need be to give large 
eums to a friendly defendant to allow a recovery 
to be had against him.

But thinking that 
there might be a still better machine, and hearing 
ef one at Bordeaux, Mr. C. saw M. Cabanes, the 
inventor of the ‘‘Sasseur Machanique, and par- 
chased one of hie machines, which bas ever since 
been in operation in the oid mill. 

THE CABANES MACHINE 
was invented in the year 1855, as appears in the 
book I bave, aud is the identical machine in all 
essential particulars that lam using to-day. I will 
read a description of the machine, that every mill-

Having thus prepared 
the way, Cochrane came, the pre:ended inventor, 
and his partner, Rodney Mason, a patent claim 
agent from Washington, to demand thaf we should 
acknowledge the validity of their patent and pay 
them a royalty that would cover most of the profits 
of our business. This we declined to do, for the

Wel- Decause our machine in no respect re- 
sembles the machine patented by Cochrane, and 
does not

Second—Because our mactiines were built pre- 
cisely after French machines invented and 
descmbed in -books long before Cochrane ever 
thought of his machine. / 

Third—Because we bad the strongest reasons 
for believing that the suits in which the recovery 
was had in the Supreme Court was a put-up job 
between the plaintiffe and defendants. If they 
were base enough to do that, R was something 
that they could easily do. ‘The Supreme Cours 
must decide cases as they are presented before it. 

The origina! patent to Cochrane was for no euch 


we, at vast expense, had brought this high grind- 
ing principle into general use, these claim agent 
conspirators dug up Cochrane in Ohio, where he 
and his bolting machifie had been quicily buried 
for ten years, and got him to surrender up his old 
patent and take out a new one, making the pre- 
posterous claim as the inventor of the process 
as well as of the machine. I have already detained 
you too long, but I must add one word in regard to 
the granting of a patent for a process that had been 
in public use in Europe for over fifty years.

LARGE DIAMMONDsS. 
New York Times. 

It is not very easy to make out which is the larg- 
est diamond now in existence. Two are mention- 
ed as entitled to the honor the Braganza, in the 
crown of Portugal, and one which belongs to the 
Rajah of Mattan in Borneo. The Portuguese jew- 
el is of doubtful quality. It weighs 1,680 carats, 
and is the size of a ben's egg, but is believed to be 
only a white topaz. The Portuguese Government 
withhold any information on the subject, but if it 
is genuine it is worth nearly $300,000,000. The 
Borneo gem was found on the island about 120 
years ago, and weighs 307 carats. A Governor of 
Batavia is said to have offered $150,000,000 and 
two men-of-war for it without success, and, 
— 2 1 many battles have been fought over it, 
tne jah regards it as a talismem, and it 
posse Mon of the same 
family. The Uriot diamond in 
Russian. Imperial eceptre weighs 1944 carats. 
Catnarine II. gave $450,000 for it, and pensioned 
the mercbant who broughtit to her at $20,000 a 
year. It is not cut to advantage, 
smong the Russian crown jewels, which weighs 
eiztfty-six carats, is but partly ent. It is easy to 
understand 4 reluctance to have diamond cut. The 
advantages of cutting are not always very plain. 
while the enormous dimmution of weight which 
commonly ensues affects the poblic estimation 
more than the increase of brilliancy. 
diamond wnith the Regent Orleans bought from 
Gov. Pitt for $675, 000 formerly weighed 410 carats, 
but was reduced by cutting to 136%. The Duke of 
Westminster bas one which was reduced by cutting 
from eighty-nine to eeventy-eight carats. But the 
most prominent example of the kind is afforded by 
the recent history of the Koh-i-noor, which 
weighed 186 carats when it arrived in England. and 
lost eighty by cutting in 1851. Why it was cut at 
all nooody scems very well able to say, and compe- 
tent judges deny that its brilliancy bas 
been increased to such an extent as to 
make up for the loss. Sir David Brewster 
warned Prince Albert of the impossinility of im- 
proving the lustre without serious diminution of 
weight; buta foreign diamond merchant thought 
differentiy, and, as is usual in England, any opin- 
ion on matters of the kind is taken before that of a 
native. The vulgarity of a taste which only ad- 
mires reguiarity has deprived the woridof many 
great gliamonds, and we shall probably have to 
wait loug before it is untversallx acknowledged 
that symmetry.is not absolutely necessary to 
beauty. The ancient regalia of the Visigothic 
Kings in the Hotel Cluny, the so-called sword of 
Charlemagne in the Louvre, the ruby in the En- 

lish crown at the Tower, are not lees beautiful 

ecause they look a little rough. The great jewel 
wearers and collectors, the Kajahs ef India, sel- 
dom have their diamonds cut into regular forms, 
and the Koh-i-noor was noexception, Its history 
may be traced for nearly 2,000 years, and it seems 
that at some remote period it weighed 793% carats; 
but that Shah Jehan had it cut by a Venetian in 
his service, who contrived to reduce it to the 186 
which it weighed when it reached England.

The Pravady Valley, 
properly drained, would produce food for millions, 
while now it scarcely provides for hundreds. The 
wooded heights are alive wih every sort of game, 
from quails to eagles, from boars and deer to hares. 
Every man is at liberty to take his gun and knock 
down what he can, but, as a rule. the rich are too 
lazy aud the poor too timid to enjoy their priv- 
ileges. A few men go into the woods for hares and 
on the lakes to fish, but it may be generally said 
that the Turks make no use of their vast and teem- 
ing game-preserves.

He stated 
thatthe Company was organized in 1869, and did 
a reasonably prosperous business until 
1875. Then a call of 15 per cent was 
made on the stockholders, the money from 
which the officers of the Company claimed would 
be sufficient to pay all outstanding debte. Instead 
of using this money for this purpose, Schade 
alleges that the officers and some of the stock- 
holders, combining together, induced thé Auditor 
to proceed against it. In order, however, to ac- 
complish this, they suppressed in the returns an 
item of over $100,000 in notes, which formed part 
of the assets. Schade, therefore, claims the Com- 
pany was solvent at the time it was closed up, and 
that Dilger was improperly appointed Receiver. 
Hie further alleges that Dilger has paid about 
$40,000 on account of illegal claims, and that 
$17,181.19 has been paid to William Hineman, the 
former Treasurer, which was not properly charge-

IIe is 
said to have completely defeated the Turkish 
defenders numbering 30,000, which is about 
three times the size of the force actually in- 
vesting the citadel, according to all pre- 
vicus accounts. It is to be feared that Trr- 
GUSAKOFF is tergiversating a little; but it is

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The next event of importance in the 
French crisis which the world will watch 
with interest is the forthcoming election of 
new members of the Chambor.

The original 
contract was for 881,850; the architect al- 
lowed him for extras a sum raising his 
whole allowance to $107,071. Tue Coun- 
ty Commissioners voted him $141,681, being 
34.610 over the award of the architect. Mr. 
FiTZGERALD, one of the County Com mission- 
ers, obtained an injunction restraining the 
payment of this $34,610, on the ground that 
it was a gratuity; that Harms could only be 
paid such sum as he was entitled to under 
his contract; and that the award of the 
architect was final under the contract. The 
motion before Judge Farwe.1 is to dissolve 
this injunction and to allow Hanus to re- 
ceive what had been voted him by the Com- 
missioners. ‘The importance of this ques- 
tion to the public rests not only in the fact 
of the extra allowance to Harms, but to the 
fact that Waker, and Sexron, and all the 
other contractors, have similar claims. All 
of them bave demands for extras, which de- 
mands the architect, who is by contract the 
exclusive arbiter in the case, refuses to ap- 
prove except to a limited extent. If 
the Court shall, by dissolving thisinjunction, 
decide that the County Board may by vote 
award such sum to Harms for extras as it 
pleases, without the approval and against 
the protest of the architect, then WALkra, 
and Sexton, and all the other contractors, will 
present their claims to the Board, and the 
architect will ba excluded from all voice in 
the matter.

THE RUSSIAN DEFEAT IN ASIA. 
There is now no doubt that the Russians 


in Asia have been defeated, and that their 
campaign is over for this season. 
son in that desolate region is so short that 
there can be little hope the Russians will re- 
organize their armies so that they can act 
upon the offensive. In about ten weeks 
Armenia will be impassable for armies, and 
there is no prospect that Russia, with all her 


resources, can so reconstruct her shaitered 


forces in that brief period as to commence 


the campaign de novo. The disasters to the 
Russians commenced on the 21st of June in 
the defiles of Delibaba, where the Russians 
wete forced from their intrenched positions 
with great loss, and were compelled to retire 
to Zewin, where a second attack was made 
on the 25th, resulting in a crushing defeat of 
Me.ixorr, ending in a Russian rout anda 
heavy loss in killedandwounded. After this 
battle, Muxkran Pasua took advantage of his 
position and attacked the Russian centre, 
driving it back in disorder. In the meantime, 
Bayazid was recaptured by a Turkish column 
which came up from Van, and, as there was 
danger that this column, making its way up 
the Enphrates Valley, might attack the 
iinssians in the rear while the force from 
Delibaba struck, them in front, an attempt 
was made by the besieging force 
at Kars to create a diversion, but without 
success. The Turks, seeing their opportu- 
nity, immediately assumed the offensive with 
extraordinary vigor, and by their strategic 
movements compelled the Russians to raise 
the siege of Kars and withdraw from Ba- 
toum. ‘The latter army is now doubled up in 
confusion and on the full retreat towards the 
frontier, harassed on its march by a hostile 
population. 

There are several reasons sufficient to ac- 
count for the sudden turn of the tide of suc- 
cess. Down to the fatal battles of Delibaba 
and Zewin there was every reason to suppose 
that the Russians would be in Erzeroum be- 
fore the summer was over. They had met 
with important successes. Capturing Arda- 
han and Bayazid, and investing Kars and 
Batoum, their victorious columns, flushed 
with- success and profiting by“Moxnran 
Pasua’s errors, spread theiaselves out 
on a very extended line from Ba- 
toum to Van, and commenced their 
march towards Erzeroum. Not being 
within co-operating distance of each other, 
a blow at any one point was liable to prove 
disastrous. That blow came at Delibaba and 
was repeated at Zewin, The centre having 
been smashed and forced back, the left and 
right must fall back also to avoid being cut 
off in detail, as there was no communication

is plainiy evident, namely, that the Rus- 
sians strangely underestimated the Turki« 
strength as well as the Turkish fighting 
quality, and counted upon a victory with 
such assurance that they did not keep up 
the normal strength of their forces, while 
the Turks, on the other hand, have constantly 
made good their losses with fresh troops. It 
was stated at the outset that the Russians 
had 125,600 men in their Asiatic army, 


and the Turks only about 60,000; 


The sea- 


but it is incredible that the “ assians 
should have been so completely shat- 
tered by a force of less than half their 
strength. There must have been a fatal mis- 
take made in underrating the numbers of the 
Turks. There are other minor causes of de- 
feat, such as the insurrection in the Cauca 
sus, the hostility of the people, the ineur- 
sions of the Kurds and other tribes, the 
mountainous character of the country, the 
difficulty of keeping up the line of commu- 
ni and the transportation of supplies, 
but these were contingencies known to the 
Russians. The radical error seems to have 
been in the estimate of the Turkish forces 
and their fighting qualities. The interest in 
the war during the remainder of the season 
will centre in the Bulgarian operations. 
Thus far, the campaign has favored the Rus- 
sians, but it must be remembered no battles 
have yet been fought. The Turks, after 
making some resistance to the passage of 
the river at Sistova, have slowly and sullenly 
fallen back upon tlie line of the quadrilateral, 
allowing the Russians to penetrate Bulgaria 
as far as Tirnova, its old Capital, and hold a 
slice of the central part in their possession. 
It is not to be expected, however, that 
the main army of the Russians can get 
by the quadrilateral without a bloody 
battle, or that they can force the Balkan 
passes, or storm the fortresses, without 
meeting a desperate resistance. It must be 
remembered, also, that every day’s march 
into the intàrior takes them away from their 
base of supplies, and that under the most 
favorable auspices their progress must be 
very slow. It has taken them three months 
to get from the Pruth tothe Danube with 
the aid of the Roumanian railroad. Now 
they have commenced to advance in a coun- 
try without railroads, where all their supplies 
must be hauled in carts over the worst roads 
in the world, with four of the strongest 
fortresses in Eastern Europe, and an almost 
impassable mountain wall, in front of them. 
If they have made the same mistake in Eu- 
rope that they have made in Asia, a like dis- 
aster inevitably awaits them. The Russians 
may, and probably will, be successful in the 
end, but it will not be an easy triumph. His 
success in Asia will inspire the Turk with 
fresh confidence and courage, while the Rus- 


sian defeat has made their task in Europe 


still more difficult.

Of course we all understand that, among the 
many glorious acts of his public and official 
life, Gen. Parmer regards his battle for State 
Sovereignty, over the ashes of Chicago, as 
the greatest of all; the country fully under- 
stands that whole business, and it is quite 
unnecessary for Gen. Patmer to recall it so 

ch a distance of time 
from the next nominating Convention. The 
provocation for the present revival of the 
matter is that Tun Tripune has insisted that 
good faith on the part of Gov. Nicnolis, 
of Louisiaua, required of him the ase 
of his official and personal influence 
to prevent the prosecution or arrest of the 
Returning-Board Commissioners, or their 
punishment if such prosecutions should be 
persisted in. Gov. Patmer reminds the 
people of the United States that when a 
soldier, in the service of the United States, 
standing guard around the ruins of Chicago, 
on the soil of the Sovereign State of Illinois, 
killed a citizen of that Sovereign State, he, 
as Governur, published a letter in which he 
suggested or directed that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral have the matter investigated by the 
Grand Jury, and all persons responsible for 
the shooting brought to justice, and that 
this direction on his part was resented by the 
press, people, and jadiciary of Chicago. 
The Governor thinks it is inconsistent for 
Tue Tumor to urge the Governor of Louisi- 
ana to interfere with the officers of the law, 
while it condemned the Governor of Illinois 
for suggesting that certain persons be in- 
dicted for murder. It so happens that Tae 
Tripune has not insisted that Gov. NicHoL1is 
shall direct the law-officers of Louisiana, 
but has suggested to all parties in Louisiana 
that the indictment, arrest, trial, and con- 
viction of any person in that State for po- 
litical offenses committed before the recent 
reorganization of the -State Government 
would be a breach of good faith that would 
be disgracefat because dishonorable to all 
ncerned in it. This paper went so far as 
to doubt whether Gov. NictoLis was cog- 
nizant of the proposed prosecution, and ex- 
pressed a belief that, if the proceedings were 
pushed to a conviction, the Governor would 
then interpose his Executive authority to dis- 
charge the men. 

Political prosecutions are very rare in this 
country. When the Rebel armies surren- 
dered to Gen. Geant, his terms were that 
the men and officers should lay down their 
arms and return to their homes, where they 
could remain undisturbed for anything in the 
past. That was a general amnesty, which 
no man has ever been mean enough to ask to 
have violated. So, through the years that 
have passed since then, men have committed 
the grossest acts of violence in several of the 
southern States, growing out of the conflicts 
between contending State Governments, 
For four years McExery and his associates 
maintained a hostile State Government in 
Louisiana, and on one occasion by force 
drove out the State Government, and for 
several days exercised Governmental author- 
ity. This was clearly treason against the 
State of Louisiana. Subsequently Nichols 
and Packanp maintained opposing State 
Governments, both more or less supported 
by force. One or the other was, tech- 
nically speaking, making war upon the 
‘awful Government of the State, and 
was guilty of treason. When the 
various persons on both sides in the State 
reconciled their differences, organized one 
Legislature instead of two, and thus put an 
eud to the civil war by a peaceful recogni- 
tion of the Nicuotis Government, there was 
an implied as well as expressed amnesty for 
all past offenses, of whatsoever kind, growing 
out of the manifold political controversies of 
the past. Instead of prosecuting Packann's 
troops for treason, the NIchOs Government 
paid them for their services. Had no such am- 
uesty and general condonation for che past 
been conceded, there would have been no ad- 
justment of the difficulties, and disorder would 
have continued in that State until now. All 
these men in Louisiana know all this. To 
Peck a Grand Jury and have these Commis- 
sioners indicted, is as gross a violation of 
the terms and understandings of the recent 
compromise and settlement as it would be if 
the Grand Jury had indicted Packarp and 
Kxrrodd for treason in claiming to ex- 
ercise the office of Governor. In all 
nations and at all times, an amnesty for all 
offenses committed during political contro- 
versies, or the claims of political factions or 


: 


* Governments, hes always been 
considered inviolate. No man would more 
strenuously denounce the violation of such 
an amnesty than would Gen. Patwer. Yet 
that is what has been done in Louisiana by 
the indictment of these officers of the late 
State Government. The Implacable Demo- 
crate in New Orleans, to whom a peaceful 
Government in that State is irksome, and 
who would prefer an armed conflict with the 
other party, have resorted to this ill-advised 
and disreputable violation of the sacred 
terms of the peace agreed upon. While tho 
Governor of that State may be impotent to 
arrest the proceedings before the Grand 
Jury or the Court, he may, in case of a con- 
viction, interpose his Executive pardon to 
prevent the completion of the outrage upon 
good faith, upon public and private honor, 
and that he will do so we have no doubt. 
The attempt of Gov. Patmer to hitch his 
old State-Sovereignty exhibition on to this 
Louisiana case is very weak. 


THE GREENBACKERS AND SILVER. 

The Iowa Greenbackers adopted a silver 
plank in their platform, demanding ‘“ the 
remonetization of the silver dollar, making 
it a legal-tender for the payment of all coin 
bonds of the Government, and for all other 
debts, public and private.” Had the Iowa 
Greenbackers passed this resolution and no 
other, it would have been a very sensible ut- 
terance on the currency question. But the 
two resolutions which they adopted pre- 
viously rendered this third resolution null 
and void. The resolutions: previously 
adopted demanded the issue of an irredeem- 
able and fictitious paper currency without 
limit, to be legal-tender for all dues, public 
and private. Under this condition, the 
remonetization of the silver dollar would 
be useless, as it would have no 
place in the currency of the country. The 
fictitious paper money, hever to be redeemed 
and issued without limit, would soon be de- 
preciated so far below the valne of silver, 
that the silver dollar would not circulate any 
more than gold circulates now. Under 
that condition of things, there would proba- 

ly be no silver dollars coined ; or, if coined, 
it would be simply for the purpose of using 
them to pay the interest on the public debt, 
and they would go abroad only to depreciate 
silver still more there, and render one of the 
richest American products worth less than it 
‘is now. 

This, by the way, offers a sufficient answer 
to the monometallists of the East, who are 
seeking to identify the movement in favor of 
the remonetization of the silver dollar with 
the movement for the unlimited issue of an 
irredeemable paper currency. The only war- 
rant for any such association is the circunt- 
stance that the Greenbackers in their recent 
conventions have declared themselves favora- 
ble to the remonetization of the silver dollar. 
But they have done this thoughtlessly and in 
sublime ignorance of the fact that the silver 
dollar would afford no relief to the financial 
situation which they deplore, if their irre- 
deemable paper currency were adopted at 
the same time. The irredeemable paper 
scheme is inherently opposed to all coin, 
silver as well as gold, since it does not con- 
template the uso of any other than Govern- 
ment paper money never to be redeemed in 
coin, and since silver would not circulate 
alongside their money any more than gold. 
The fact is that ninety-nine out of every one 
hundred men in the country who are op- 
posed to the wild vagaries of the Green- 
backers are in fayor of the remonetization 
oi the silver dollar as the only way of prac- 
tically convincing them of their folly, by 
making resumption possible and by demon- 
strating that gold and silver together will 
furnish money enough to avoid the neces- 
sity for any other Government currency. 
The bankers of the country will then be able 

to provide all the currency that may be 
needed over and above gold and silver, ‘and 
redeem their notes in gold and silver on 
demand. ‘ 
THE APPELLATE-COURT LAW. 

The question has been raised whether the 
bill creating an Appellate Court was consti- 
tutionally enacted. The Constitution pro- 
vides : 

Lills may orizinate in either House, but may be 
altered. amended, or rejected by the other; and, on 
the final passage of all bills, the vote shall be by 
yeas and nays upon each bill separately, and shall 
be entered upon the journal; and no bill shall be- 
come a law without the concurrence of a majority 
of the members ciccted to the House. 

The Appellate-Court bill originated in the 
Senate, where it wag passed and the vote 
recorded as required; the House amended 
the bill, and passed it by yeas and nays; the 
Senate then refused to concur in the amend- 
ment; and the House receded from jits 
amendment. No vote was taken on the pas- 
sage of the bill in the House after the amend- 
ment was receded from. On this point the 
claim is set up that the bill was never con- 
stitutionally passed by the House. The 
question is one of parliamentary and not of 
constitutional law. What constitutes the 
passage ofa bill? This is defined by 
parliamentary rules. No vote is ever taken 
on the question, Shall this bill pass? but 
once. When a bill passes one House and is re- 
turned amended, the only question to be voted 
on is, Shall the House concurin the amend- 
ment?” The amendment may be amended, 
in which case the question is on concurring 
in the amendment as amended. The ques- 
tion is never put, ‘‘Shall the bill pass as 
amended by the other House?” After the 
House passed the Appellate-Court bill it had 
„ passed both Houses, and the only ques- 
tion open between the Houses was upon the 
amendment.. It was not a new bill when it 
was returned to the Senate with an amend- 
ment. When the bill was returned to the 
House it was not a new bill, and the onl 
question was upon receding from the pts 
ment. If the House had insisted upon the 
amendment, and, after a conference, the two 
Houses had been unable to agree, the 
would have been dead; but at no time after 
the House had parsed the bill, with an 
amendment. could the question have been 
again put, Shall this bill pass?“ In con- 
templation of law, the bill had passed. 

The Supreme Court's decision in 62 Mli- 
nois is not applicable. In that case, the bill 
passed the House; it also passed ‘the Senate 
amended; the House refused to concur, and 
the Senate receded from the amendment, the 
record showing that only 23 votes were re- 
corded aye, when 26 votes were necessary, 
and the Court decided that this vote was not 
sufficient to recede from the amendment. 


We question whether there can be founda 
legislative precedent for a second vote on the 
passage of u bill, though subsequent pro- 
ceedings on concurring with amendments are 
of ordinary occurrence. The vote on the 
passage of a bill is not and cannot be condi- 
tional, It is “‘ final” in the sense that, if the 
two Houses can reach an agreement upon the 
pending amendment, to which all subse- 
quent proceedings and action must be limit- 
ed, the bill is passed. The question is one 
of parliamentary law and practice, and if 
there be any such law or practice which re- 


quires a vote on the question, ‘Shall this 


bill pass ?” to be again taken after proceed- 
ings in which an amendment pending be- 
tween the two Houses has been receded from 
or concurred in, then such law or practice 
should be produced.

term has exceeded the years of PETgER, and the 
stronger adherents to the Church traditions are 
satisfied that the fullillmeat of the prediction is 


at hand.

At this junc- 
ture, the mob becoming violent, the ladies were 
hurriedly escorted to the shops at the upper end of 
Radegoude street, and there found refuge. The 
ladies were much agitated, but reccived no serious 
injuries. A close watch was kept upon the build- 
ing oy the mob. in order to get at the men who had 
protected the iadies, but the doors were closed, 
and the @owd made no offensive demonstrations 
against the building. Ald. Kennedy. Mesers. M. 
P. Ryan and F. McNamee were continually pass- 
ing up and down the pavement, endeavoring to get 
the crowd to disperse, but ineffectually, as they 
gathered together in groups 
AWAITING THEIR OPPORTUNITY. 

At about half-past 1 the crowd. which had been 
restieasly moving about, was suddenly agiiated by a 
row which occurred between an Oranveman and 
some members of. the Catholic Union. Tue 
Orange man soon got worsted and fled through the 
east side of Victoria Square. He ran with al) his 
mizht, and bleeding about the face, toward the 
high block of stores adjoining Ald. Clendenning's 
building, and, being closely pressed, endeavored 
to gain refuge in the door of Robert Dunn & Co. s 
wholesale dry-goode store. Here the fighting be- 
came desperate, and a number of revolvers were 
drawn, which were freely ued.

THE FIRST SHOT, 
but it appears to have been fired by some one on 
the steps.

He says that he had 
not been asleep more than two hours. when he 
was awakened suddenly by a sharp, stinging sen- 
sation in his side and feeling his hammock 
violently jarred. lie thinks the time was 
about l o'clock in the morning. There was a 
small lamp burning on the table in the cabin, and 
by the dim light thus afforged ne saw a man stand- 
ing over his hed holding in his hand a huge knife 
dripping with blocd. ¥ 

As quick as a flash Williams realized that he had 
been stabbed, and he struck the man a terrible 
blow with his fiet and sent the villain reeling into 
the cabin, Williams then leaped out of his ham- 
mock and seized a large Chinese knife, a terrible 
weapon with a carved blade about ten inches loug, 
and a point like a needle, the point being poisoned 
by a pectliar process known to the Chinese. Will- 
jams jumped into the cabin and discovered at that 
juncture that he bad two antagonists, instead of 
one, as le had at first believed. He leaped to- 
wards the second villain and buried. the knife to 
the hilt in the would-be murderer's person. 
Then ensued one of the most desperate and bloody 
hand-to-hand encounters that ever took place in 
this section of country. ‘The small lamp referred 
to as being on the table in the cabin was thrown 
down and extinguished; the table was overturned 
and the ¢hairs were scattered promiscuously about 
the cabin. In total darkness, and with a terrible 
wound ih his side from which the blood lowed 
profusely, ‘Williams began an attack upon the two 
villains with all the desperation of @ man who fights 
for his life against such odds. He wielded his 
poisoned knife with terribie elect, and says that 
at one time when he plunged it into one of the vil- 
lams he telt the blade grate on the bones and 
heard them crack and give way before the steel. 
lle had the would-be assassins at a great 
disadvantage. In the total darkness they scarcely 
dared ute their knives for fear of cutting each oth- 
er, while Williams struck out right and left. re- 
guard less of anything except the proteé@tion of his 
own person, knowing that every time his weapon 
entered flesh it drew blood from au enemy. Thus 
he could slash away in the darkness with no fear of 
hurtingafriend. The cabin proper of the boat, 
like those of all schooners, is @ very small apart- 
meut, and during the progress of the terrible fight 
the blood of the three men literally ran on the 
floor in streams, and spattered all over the walls. 


The frightful encounter was Of short duration. 


Wulle Williams was pressing one of the woald-be 
assassins to the wall and stabbing him, the other 
viliain—having probabiv lost his knife in 
ihe melee--wrenched off a leg of the cabin 
table and knocked Williams senseless 
with it. Then the villains fled from the 
cabin, supposing that they had killed their victim. 
In going up the cabin stairs the blood flowed pro- 
fusely from their wounds, and they left a biood- 
red trail which marked their course out of the cabin 
and along the deck. On the rail of the vessel are 
two very large spots of blood, and the marks of 
bloody fingers, etc., showing where the ficnds 
crawled over the side of the boat. 

Streams of blood ran down the eide of the 
schooner, and the red drops on the fender streaks 
show that the fellows evidently steadied them- 
selves a moment on the rail before sliding down to 
the deck, the blood in the meantime dripping from 
their wounds and from off their clothes. Their 
course along the dock for a few feet can be plainiy 
traced by blood stains on the timbers; then the 
trail is lost, as the fellows evidently entered a 
small boat at tnat point and pulled out into the 


ay. 

Capt. Nichole, the commander of the schooner 
Merry, went to his vessel at 5 clock in the morn- 
ing and was hocror-stricken at finding what he sup- 
posed to be the dead body of a man, literally cov- 
ered with blood, lying at the foot of the cabin 
stairs. He recognized Williams, who lay perfectly 
insensible on the floor iu a pool of blood, with no 
clothing on his person except a thin undershirt, 
which was pierced with knife-holes and covered 
with blood-clots, Williams was a terrivle looking 
object, and the sight of him in th t condition made 
a cold shiver run through the Captain. During the 
entire fight in the cabin not a word had been 
spoken by any of the principals to the frightful 
alfray, as an alarm was something to be especially 
aveided by the would-be murderere; and Williams 
did not re to cry out, as that would not only 
have viven his assailants a precise knowledge of 
his whereabouts, but would —— been an indica- 
tion that he needed help, and feared that he would 
not oe able to cope with them. 

Asquickly as possivie Capt. Nichols awakened 
his son, Who, a3 stated above, was asleep in tie 
forcastie, and a messenger was at once dispatcaed 
for Dr. Clemons, who burried to the boat and 
dressed the unfortunate maus wounds. Williams 
wae then removed to the residence of Mr. Henry 
Sel/er, on Jackson street. Ur. Clemons found six 
terrible cuts on Williams’ person, on his leg, 
shonider, breast, and side. An examination of 
Williams’ bed on board the schooner revealed the 
fact that the knife of the would-be murderer who 
stabbed him in the side while he was asleep had 
passed through Williams’ flesh, through a thick 
quilt and heavy mattress, and cut a large gasa in 
the canvas hammock! That blow was struck to 

ill! 


Yosterday afternoon we called at the residence of 
Mr. Selzer to see Williams, having frat obtained 

ermission of his physic.an. We found him lying 
in bed restiny quite easily and not at all averse to 
telling us all about the affair, He is rather a pre- 
possessing-looking young man, and talked quite 
pleasantly and intelligently to us for about ten 
minutes, the physician having limited the inter- 
view that time. The wounded man was quite com-

The foreign news about wheat is decidedly con- 
flicting. The weather in England was reported 
yesterday to be fine, but letter advices stated that 
weather in France had been very unfavorable, and 
this was substantiated by telegraphic reports from 
Montreal and other points. The news probably 
stirred up orders for shipment, as there was more 
doing yesterday in forwarding than heretofore. 
Parties who have in former years taken part in the 
autumn movement of wheat to Europe state 
it as probable that present prices for 
futures will bring out fair orders, if not 
large ones. The quotations for August and 
September delivery are low as compared with those 
of the present month, and old stocks have been 
used up so closely all over the Civilized world that 
the earlier avails of the new crop must be quickly 
absorbed by consumers, leaving the farther future 
to witness accumniations at the great primary 
markets. Cash wheat now seems. high, bnt it is 
wanted, and theonly questfon with buyers is, if 
they can probably procure it more cheaply by wait- 
ing a little longer. The bears pointed triumphantly 
to the reported receipts of 70,000 bu in St. Louis 
yesterday; bat the other side might have referred 
to the fact that there were shipping orders here 
which have nearly cleaned out our No. 3, and 
leave perhaps not more than 150, 000 bu of straight 
No. 2 in store here this morning, with more than 
half of July unexpired. The old wheat is wanted 
for mixing witn the new, even after hatvest, 1 
there be any old left for that parpose. 

There was some agitation yesterday over tne 
possibility, or rather probability, of a squeeze in 
wheat at the beginning of next month.

The Commercial Bulletin of this city has the fol- 


lowing: a 

The trult trade with California has opened for thts 
season, —two cars of pears having been received within 
the past week, and several more expected to arrive ina 
few days. The arrivals were in good order, though 
rather green for speedy sale. 

Our trade relations with California have increased 
greatly during the past few years, and has resulted in 
Placing at our doors the productions of that Golden 
State. The completion of the Union Pacific Rallroad 
some few years back opened anew field for the Pacific 
Coast as wellasour home trade, which until then, In 
this direction, had been almost dormant. This latér- 
change of trade hasbeen carefully fostered, and has 

— a decided benefit to Chicago, as well as to other 

arketa. 

Although it bas cost many an . merchant 
a bitter lesson in the way of experiments, yet the final 
results promis to be a still further increase In the traffic 
between our more Western States. The greater por- 
tion of the shipments comprise fruit, though other 
productions are also distributed throughout the United 
States, from the Pacific to tae Atlantic Coast and Gulf 
States. All the prominent markets are supplied with 
the delicactes of the Golden State, which, tn certain 
seasons of the year, are looked upon as real luxuries. 

Ihe various kinds of frait handied comprise pears, 
plums, grapes, peaches, and apricots,—mostly pears 
and plums, these being handied with more safety than 
the other descriptions. lu some instances whole con- 
sicnments have arrived worthidss, and proved a loss to 
the shipper, besides the freight of many thousand dol- 
lars. kaperience, « thorough acquaintance with the 
business, and sufficient Onanctal backing, however, has 
enabled some of the older merchants in this trade to 
carry on the business quite extensivély and successful - 
ly. A great secret of the trade is in knowing just what 
varieties to handle at ceriain seasons of the year, and 
just what varieties will stand reshipment to distant 
. — consignments being frequently furwarded to

irom. which place he was afierward‘ taken out 
drunk by a policeman. He was one of the 
worst drunkards in Milwaukee once, 
and when be rciormed his friends advised him to 
leave and commence over again m some other 
town, but he said No; he fell in Milwaukee. and 
in Milwaukee he would regain his: feet and redeem 
himself. The ladies had worked this reform in 
him, and they should have tne credit for it.

A Sketch from French History. 
Louisttile Courter-Journail, 

The scenes in the French Chamber of Deputies 
a few days ago when the leaders of the Left were 
denouncing the dismissal of Jules Simon and the 
revolutionary tendencies of MacMahon, are quite 
suggestive of the dramatic occurrenee* in the As 
sembly of 1791. The fiery speech of Gambetta, at 
the conclusion of which he fainted in the 
tribune, has been compared by the Bonapart- 
jst organs to the scene of the muth Thermi- 
dor, in which Robespicrre ügured so prominently, 
but Gambetta is a different Frenchman from Kobes- 
pierre, and his emotion was not the outcome of 
circumstances like those which environed the 
French tyrant. 

The famous debate which sealed the doom of 
Robespierre was one of the most dramatic occur- 
rences of the stormy period of the First Republic. 
Lavallee, in his history of the French factions, 
sketches the must feverish scene a# follows: 

**Hardly had Tallien finished, when Robespierre 
darted to the tribune. At the same moment, 
twenty members ruch toward nt. Instantly the 
whole Mountain arose, and cries of *Vown wiih 
Robvesprerre—down with the tyrant!’ resounded 
on every side. Vadier, Amar, Bourdon de Oise. 
Lecuintre de Versailles, Coliot d' Herbois, Leon- 
ard Bourdon, Javogne Legendre, even Billaud 
de Varennes, roused from his profound dissimu- 
lation by a dexterous appeal from  Taliten, 
epoke in succession. © what crimes, what hateful 
intrigues, what bloody oppression, what un-: 
heard-of intrigues were brought to light on that 
terrible morning! During more than two hours, 
Robespierre was absolutely in convulsions, all the 
movements of his frame expressed the rage which 
devoured him. A hundred times did he demand

Ald. Thompsop thought all the advantages of the 
amendment were included in the first section of 
the ordinance, and wae sure that if the Milk In- 
spector, provided for in the ordinance, did his 
duty, there would be no tronble from this source. 
Ald. Gilbert's amendment, he believed, would be a 
— 2 on the poor people who fed their cows on 
slops. 

Ald. Gilbert contended that the main hardship 
fell qn the poor peovle who were compelied to 
drink the milk so produced. 

Ald. Ballard said it did not depend se much 
upon what the cows were fed as it did upon their 
condition.

nto, Ald. Ballard’s amendmen. was adopted. 

The ordinance, as amended, was then adopted. 
For the information of the public in general, and 
of the milkmen in particular, the ordinanee is 
here given in fall: 

Be it ordui ned by the City Councti the Otty of Chi- 
cago: Sec. 1. It hall be unlawful for any person er 
persons, withtu the City of Chicago, to sell, expose, or 
offer for sale, have in possession with intent to sell or 
in any manner deal in impure, adulterated, or unwhole- 
some milk, 

All milk produced from sick or diseased cows, and al! 
milk obtaloed from cows kept in disifiliery yards or 
pens, or fed on distillery waste, shall be deemed impure 
and enwholesome within the meaning of this section. 
and all milk to which water. ice, or any othersubetance 
hos been added shall be deemed adulterated within the 
meaning of this section: aud it shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons to tell. offer, or expose for sale, 
any milk from which the cream or any part thereof has 
been removed, unless such milk be sold as ‘‘ skimmed 
milk ande the characier of the same be ex and 
distinctly stated to the purchaser, ‘ 

Sr. 2. It Hall be uniawful for any person or per- 
sons, within the City of Chicago, to sell, expose for 
sale, or deliver milk from any wegon, cart, or other 
vehicle, aniess be or they shall first have obtained a 
license to carry oo such business. The Mayor is hereby 
authorized to issue alicens’ forsuch purpose any 
person applying to him in writing forthe same. Such, 
application shall specify the number of wagons or other 
vehicles intended to be employed in the sale or delivery 
of milk, and the applicant shali pay into the City Treas- 
ury, as a license fee, the suta of $5 per annum for each 
abd every such wagohk, or other vehicle. The number 
ot vehicles authorized by any license to be so employed 
may be eniarged upon a further written application to 
the Mayor and the payment of the above named sum 
of $5 for every sueh adtlitional vehicie. 

Ail licenses issued under the. provisions of this section 
shall be made to expire on the last day ef April next, 
after their date.

JOHN WHITE. 


Who Claims that He Owns Acres in the 
Centre of Springfield, III.

Quincy, DL, July 12. — Mr. John White, the 
Quincy claimant, returned from Springfield yes- 
terday, and communicated toa Whig reporter some 
further facts relative to his Springfield estate.

A. N. LANCASTER. 


TRIAL FOR INSANITY IN THE COUNTY COURT. 

Alvin N. Lancaster, who was convicted some 
time ago in the United States Court of perjury, was 
before Judge Wallace yesterday morning at the 
County Court for the purpose of having an investi- 
gation into his sanity. It will be remembered that 
after his trial for perjury it was asserted that he 
was insane. A jury was called, a trial had, and it 
was found that he he had been insane at the time 
of the trial and since. The jury recommended that 
steps be taken to commit hjm to one of the State 
asylums for the insane. A petition was re- 
cently filed in the County Court for ye 
purpose of having the examination into Lancas- 
ters mental condition, which took place yesterday 
morning. Mr. Waterman represented the peti- 
tioners, and Mr. Bates appeared as Lancaster's 
counsel. The latter was not vresent when the 
case was called, but was brought ina few moments 
later from the County Jail, looking considerably 
paler than he did when he appeared in Judge 
Blodgett’s court some time ago, and with an air 
which, if real, was distressing, and which, if 
feigned, would seem to indicate that he is not a 
bad actor. He wore a little black silk cap to cover 
his bald broad head, but removed it on entering 
the enclosure behind the railing. A seat was 
provided for him at the table, and he sat down. 
is eye was wild, there was a scowl on his face. 
his forehead was wrinkled, and nis whole demeanor 
was apparenily that of a man who was not as other 
men are, and whose mental equilibrium, had been 
upset by some disturbing cause. Thus he appeared 
to outward view. Whether his madness was real 
or feigned, however, was another question. Judg- 
ing from tne fact that the petition referred to was 
drawn up by his friends, and by the other act that, 
all through the proceedings, neither he nor his 
counsel manifested any objection to the evident 
outcome of the examination, it looks to those who 
have seen similar cases as if there was at least some 
method in it, and that Lapcaster was seeking a 
residence in au insane asylum in preferenc one 
in another State institution where inma are 
treated less considerately. 

„ ON OPENING THE PROCEEDINGS, 
Mr. Waterman went into a short history of the 
perjury, trial, and the succeeding trial before the 
jury in reference to the question of sanity, and 
stated the present step was taken at the suggestion 
of the United States Court. He desired a verdict 
on the question of Lancaster's sanity, so that it 
might be presented to the United States Court and 
an order for Lancaster's release be obtained, when 
he could be committed to an asyjum. 

The formality of callinga jury was then gone 
through with, afcer which Mr. Waterman read from 
the record in the United States Court, and called on 


Dr. Paoli, who testified that he had been Lancas- 
ters physician since 1800. and had seen 
him frequently. He believed him to be 4 mono- 
maniac. The proper place for. him would be an 
insane asylum. Whether tac case was hopeless or 
not he could not say. His malady micht increase 
or decrease. In answer to questions by Mr. Bates, 
Lancaster s counsel, Dr. Paoli referred to Lancas- 
ter’s peculiarities of conduct, temperament. and 
conversation. The subject upon which he seemed 
to be insane was his business, and this insan'ty 
bad been increased by a disease which had been 
growing on him fursome jime, and which had af- 
fected his brain. Dr. Paoli did not consider Lan- 
caster méntally able to take care of his business, 
and if he had been bis relative he wonld have asked 
long ago to have somebody take care of his busi- 
ness for him. 

Josiah Lombard had considered Lancaster, from 
the first of his troubles, trrational on the subject of 
some financial transactions with Mies Warren, out 
of which had grown the proceedings in the United 
States Court. tle had visited Lancaster in jail. At 
first he spoke of the conspiracy againet him by his 
enemies, and assured witness he was to have a new 
trial, and that the Judge was friendly toward him. 
In a few minutes he wandered in his mind and rep- 
resented that the Judge and everybody else was 
conspiring against him. In speaking of this wom- 


an, Miss Warren, he was quite violent, as also in 
speaking of the death of his rd wife and chiidren, 
asserting that there had been malpractice, in their 
‘medical treatment. From all these symptoms of 
insanity, he did not believe Lancaster was compe- 


| tent to manage ais business. 


XR. MILTON PETERS, 
Lancaster's former lawyer. cave instances of Lan- 
-caster’s violent behavior when referring to his 
business relations with Miss Warren and the death 
of his firat wife and children. Lancastei's letters 
to Miss Warren showed that he owed her money, 
and yet he denied the debt, wanted Mr. Peters to 
draw up an affidavitto taat effect, accused him of 


being in with the other side when he refused to 


do so, and dismissed him. Lancaster had become 
involved, owed money, and vet declared that with- 
in ninety days he would have plenty of money, 
ar.d would be loaning it to the market. 

Dr. Wickersham had once heard him declare, 
in front of tue drag-store at the cornet of State and 
Jackson streets, that he would hang somebody to 
the lamp-pust. At anothertime he heard him sax, 
in the drug-store, ** Let them come and get me if 
they want me. Putting these links together, 
with what he had heard. he had no question that 
Lancaster was of unsound mind.

MME. JUMEL’S MILLIONS. 


Bowen’s Great Suit to Recover Finally De- 
cided by the Supreme Court—The Claimant 
Enjoined from Again Troubling the 


Present Possessors. 

New Fort World, July 7. 

The United States Supreme Court has finally ren- 
dered its decision in what lawyers have known for 
more than a decade as The Great Jumei Case.“ 
Ever since the death of Mme. Jnmel in 1865, 
George Washington Bowen, claiming to be her 
natural son, has oreught suits in various courts to 
obtain possession of the property left by her, which 
went into possession of William L. Chase, the son 
of Mary Jumel Bownes, reputed to have been 
Mme. Jumel's niece. These suits were mainly 
ejectment suits, and to rid himself of the annoy- 
ance they caused him, Mr. Chase instituted 
proceedings to decide the question at 
issue beyond appeal. The opinion delivered by 
Mr. Justice Bradley at Washington yesterday con- 
firms Chase as the legal heir of Mme. Jamel, de- 
nying all of Bowen's claims and enjoining Dim 
from bringing any more suits. 

Mme. Jumers history has often been told. She 
had made her reputation as a decidedly fair and 
frail woman when she met Stephen Jumel, a 
wealthy New York merchant, in 1795. She fasci- 
nated him and he married her. No children were 
born of the union, anda year after it the couple 
adopted a giri—thne Mary Jumel Bownes referred 
to- who, in 1832, married Nelson Chase, by whom 
she had two children, one of whom outlived Mme. 
Jumel and is now the possessor of her property, 
Mary Jumel Bownes, his mother, through whom 
he inherit having died in 1843. 

The property left by Mme. Jumel consisted of 3 
large tract of land and an elegant residence on 
Washington Heights, a lot of real estate at Liberty 
street and Broadway, and a farm in Saratoga 
County. It was bought prior to Mr. and Mme. 
Jumel's departure for Europe in 1515, ten years 
after their marriage. Inu 1827 her husband deeded 
it to one Michael Werckmeister in trust for Mme. 
Jumel, with the privilege to her of taking it into 
her independent control after his death, and to 
sell, lease, or will the same at her own pleasure. 
In November of the next year Mme. Jumel exe- 
cuted a deed providing that this property 
shouid, in the event of her death, go to such 
person or persons as she might designate in her 
last will and testament properly executed; but if 
she made no will that it go to her husband if liv- 
ing, to be used by him during his natural life, and 
at his death, or in case he should not survive ner, 
after her own death, to her niece, Mary Jumel 
Bownes, or her heirs; and it is this deed which 
was sought to be overthrown by George Washing- 
ton Bowen, who claims that he was born in 1724, 
when Mme. Jamel was an inmate of a disreputa- 
ble house at Providence, RK. I., and known as 
Betey Bowen. By virtue of that relationship and 
by a statute of New York passedin 1855 enabling 
illegitimate children to inherit from tneir mother, 
he clawed to be sole heir at law,—the original 
trust in favor of Mrs. Chase having bebu displaced 
by certain conveyances and appointments made 
vy Mme. Jumel. these being first a conveyance 
to Alexander Hamilton by Werckmeister, the 
Trustee. gt the request of Mme. Jumel, datea the 
10th day of January, 1854. of ninety-four acres 
of land, at Harlem Heiehte, for the expressed con- 
sideration of 815, 000, which on the 21st day of 
October, 
Hamilton to the Trustee upon the same trusts de- 
clared in the original deed; and second, a like 
conveyance on the 20th day of Adfgust, 1842, to 
one Francis Philiippon, of a large portion of the 
estate for the expressed considcration of $100, 009, 
and a reconveyance of the same property, on the 
same day, by Phillippon to Mme. Jumel for a nom- 
inal consideration, while, besides these convey- 
ances, a lot of thirty-nine acres, being part of the 
property on Harlem Hey hts, was sold in 1850 tu 
Amorose W. Kingsland, and in 1853 another lot of 
three acres to Isaac P. Martin. 

Bowen's counsel in their argument claimed that 
these various conveyances were a fraud upon the 
appointment made in favor of Mrs. Chase. Mr, 
Justice Bradley im his decision says that **how- 
ever proper thatuppointment may been, considering 
the relations which the appointee sustained to Mr. 
Jumel and his wife, as taeir adopted daughter, it 
was nevertheless only a voluntary one; and the 
subsequent appointments cun in nowise be re- 
garded as frauds upon it. They were or they were 
not such appointments as Mme. Jaume! sti!) had the 


power to make, and their effect is to be judged of | 


by the nature of her power. and by that circum- 
stance alone. 
the appeliant that where several distinct powers 
are given in the same instrument, the execution of 
one of these powers superior in dignity to others 
will supersede and override the latter, though exe- 
cuted first. This is toa certain extent true, as, 
for example, a power of sale will supersede all 
other powers, for it must necessarily dosoin 
order to have any effect. ‘This rule with regard to 
the relative priority and dignity of 
powers in the same instrument, though depending 
on construction and the presamed intention of the 
donor, is somewhat analogous to the rule adopted 
by the courts, that a conveyance to 
a purchaser avoids all prior vol- 
untary conveyances of the same lands; 
though, as between two voluntary conveyances, or 
iwo conveyances to purchasers, the first will take 
the precedency. So, in regard to double powers, 
a power to sell or exchange. when exercised, over- 
res all other distinct powers, for they are neces- 
sarily exclusive of all others; whereas the uses 
appointed under other powers may poss:bly be 
served out of the estate procured by the price of 
the sule, or by the exchange. But when a mere 
power to convey, a3 distinguished by a power to 
sell, is once executed in favor of a voinntary bene- 
ficiery, it cannot be revoked without reserving a 
power of revocation, and will not, therefore. be 
superseded by a subsequent conveyance equally 
voluntary, made under the same power.” 

Mr. Justice Bradley then goes on to say that, 
‘*nad the transactions in question been real and 
effective sales to actual 
consideration, they would undouotedly have 
superseded the voluntary appointment im favor of 
Mary Jume! bownes. The position of the appel-
